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EDITORIAL 
Accept the Invitation 


Ralph Haller’s speech about relaxing the 
Amateur rules to permit "non-Amateur" 
communications in the Amateur bands has 
stirred up a storm of controversy. It seems 
that things are getting blown a little out of 
proportion. Nothing has been officially 
proposed as yet. The whole thing is just 
in a discussion stage and we have been 
invited to participate in that discussion. 


For years Hams have been besieging the 
FCC with inquiries about and. requests for 


relaxation of the rules concerning the type of 


communications that should be permitted on 
the Amateur Radio bands. We certainly have 
promoted the impression that we wanted the 
rules changed. But when Mr. Haller addressed 
the problem at the ARRL national convention 
and suggested the Amateur community come 
up with some wording for proposed rule- 
making, he opened a hornet’s nest. 


It is impossible to define each and every 
communication that should be permitted or 
banned and it is going to take some careful 
wording to find a good compromise between 
opening the gates completely or tightly closing 
them. One possibility Mr. Haller suggested 
was permitting business type communications 
on a "secondary basis." On first glance this 
may sound great, but it certainly opens the 
doors to exploitation of the Amateur bands by 
business interests. Who is going to decide 
when the "ordinary" Amateur activities cease 
having priority? And if a long winded personal 
business communication is in progress, what 
rights would an "ordinary" operation have to 
claim "priority" to the frequency? 


Unfortunately, W5YI has been chided for 
his handling of the first news of Mr. Haller’s 
speech. In fact he was simply reporting on 
a media release received directly from the 
Private Radio Bureau after the speech was 
given. The speech - before and/or after 
modifications - obviously reflects some of 
the thinking at the FCC and should be of 
concern to Amateurs. Do give some serious 
consideration to the questions raised and let 
ARRL officials and other Amateur community 
leaders know how you feel. What do we want? 
Mr. Haller has invited us to make an input. 
We should accept that invitation.

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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

Rules Changes for Digital Voice Sought 
"Steven R. Sampson, N5OWK of Moore, OK 
petitioned the FCC on September 5 to permit 
time-division multiple access technology 
(TDMA) in Amateur Radio. He based his 
petition on the concept known as Motorola 
Integrated Radio System (MIRS) , which that 
company announced a week earlier as an 
advanced, spectrum-efficient approach to 
two-way mobile radio. 


"TDMA is one of three principal methods 
now favored for .obtaining more capacity in 
mobile radio communications. TDMA divides 
the available bandwidth into segments of time 
rather than frequency. Each communication is 
assigned a time slot. In the Motorola system, 
up to 6 subscribers (6 slots) can share a single 
channel. MIRS uses a multi-level modulation 
scheme called M-16QAM to convey 64 kbps of 
digital information over a 25 kHz channel. 


"The switching of time slots happens so 
rapidly that the voice communication is 
not disturbed." See Black, H. S., Modulation 
Theory {Princeton: D. Van Nostrand 
Company, 1953} p. 37. - Ed.) 


"TDMA has been selected as the standard 
for next-generation cellular telephone service 
in the U.S. and other countries" ......... ‘ 

Sampson told the FCC: Congestion and 
availability require that new methods be 
devised to allow a greater number of users to 
occupy the current spectrum. One modulation 
method that has the potential for providing 
future capability is Time Division Multiplex 
(TDM) using digitized voice. For example, 
using two 25 kHz channels, six operators can 
have full duplex communications. ..." 


"The (present FCC) rules make the distinc- 
tion that phone and data are two separate 
emission types. It appears that while phone 
may be digitized, it remains digitized phone, 
_ and not data. While digitized phone may 
be used where analog phone is currently 
authorized, multiplexed digital phone is very 
restricted. .. ." 
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(The Senate bill is $1132) 


"Allowing F7E, F8E and F9E emissions on 
the 6-meter and higher bands will produce the 
greatest benefit. My intent is to allow 
TDM digital phone emissions on the same 
band segments where TDM data is not author- 
ized, i.e., 97.3807(f)(8) 


"Without the above submitted rule change 
authorization, the Amateur Service will be 
restricted from researching new modulation 
methods which can have the greatest impact 
on solving spectrum congestion problems that 
are projected for the future. ..." 


"The initial reaction from FCC Personal 
Radio Branch Chief John Johnston - W3BE 
was favorable. *Kigital voice communication is 
something that hams ought to be working on, 
and we're planning to give the petition a rule- 
making number.

Specialized Call Signs 
H.R. 1674, the Federal Communications 


‘Commission Authorization Act of 1991 


contains a proviso that: "The Commission for 
purposes of providing specialized, radio club, 
and military-recreation call signs, may utilize 
the voluntary and uncompensated services of 
Amateur Radio organizations as determined by 
the Federal Communications Commission. 


The House passed the bill on September 
24th. The Senate has not yet acted. 
(Based on 
information in The W5YI Report, October 15, 
1991). 


International Standards. 

The FCC has begun an Inquiry on the devel- 
opment of international standards to control 
radio noise generated by ISM (Industrial, 
Scientific and Medical) radio devices and 
proposed the allocation of 137-138, 148-150.05, 
399.9-400.05 and 400.15-401 MHz to low-Earth 
satellite operation. Comments due: Dec 24, 
1991.

Committee Reports Favorably on Amended 
NJ Scanner Law. On Sept. 30 several ARRL 
officials met with members of the New Jersey 
Assembly’s Committee on Judiciary and the Law 
to seek a "scanner law" more favorable to hams. 
The current New Jersey law makes simple 
possession of a scanner in a motor vehicle a 
crime. The proposed amended version, A-3044, 
would make the use of a scanner to abet a crime 


illegal. 
Present at the meeting were, ARRL Hudson 


Division Director Steve Mendelsohn, WA2DHF; — 


NNJ Section Manager Rich Moseson, NW2L; 
Hudson Division. Assistant Director Ken 
Hampton, KY2S; ARRL Volunteer Counsel 
Frank Terranella, N2IGO; and Mount Olive city 
councilman Bill Sohl, K2UNK. 


The committee voted to send the amended bill 
to the floor of the New Jersey Assembly. The 
New Jersey Senate version of the Bill (S-305) has 
already been passed. 


Club and Military Recreation Call Signs. 


League representatives in Washington are 
continuing to pursue a solution that will provide 
for resumption of the issuance of club and 
military recreation station licenses. Ever since 
the FCC ceased issuing new licenses in 1977, it 
has been the goal of ARRL to find a way to 
restore this service to the Amateur community. 
There is support for club licenses at the FCC, 
but no resources are available to devote to the 
task. Accordingly ARRL has been encouraged to 
seek legislative authority to assist the Commis- 
sion, without compensation or reimbursment of 
any kind in providing this much needed service. 
Appropriate language was introduced in 
Congress during consideration of the FCC autho- 
rization bill but any progress has been stalled 
because of problems with the legislation. 


IEEE Fellowships Available. 


Amateurs who are also IEEE members may want 
to consider applying for IEKEE-USA 
Congressional Fellowships. Engineers and 
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scientists are solicited for one-year terms on the 
staffs of U.S. senators or representatives or on 
the staffs of congressional committees. 


According to the IEEE, congressional fellows 
are "expected to make practical contributions to 
the more effective use of scientific and technical 
knowledge in government (and to) educate the 
scientific community on the public policy 
process." 


The fellowships are co-paid by the IEEE and 
theindividual’s employer. Applications are being 
accepted until March 31, 1992. For more infor- 
mation and an application kit write to IEEE- 
USA, 1828 L St. NW, Washington, DC 20036. 


Australia Begins Volunteer Exam Program. 


Australia has entered the brave but not-so-new 
world of volunteer examinations for Amateurs. 
Their national organization, the Wireless 
Institute of Australia, will administer the 
country’s "VE" program. The changeover began 
Oct. 1, with completion set for year’s end. 


The Australian Department of Telecommuni- 
cations retains responsibility for the standards 
and content of the examinations for Amateur 
licenses, as well as for the granting of exemp- 
tions and conducting exams for disabled people. 


One unique feature of the Australian program 
is that volunteer examiners do not necessarily 
have to hold an Amateur license themselves. 


_ "Responsible members of the community" may 


be considered for accreditation, especially in 
areas where there are no licensed Amateurs. 
All exams are conducted by teams of two 
accredited examiners. 


Examiners may grade tests on the spot and 
advise the results. Morse sending tests are tape 
recorded. The WIA has begun revising the 
current question banks and to substantially 
increase the number of questions available.

New Soviet Publication. 


The first issue of Soviet Ham Press Digest has 
arrived in the U.S. It’s an English language 
newsletter of items culled from various published 
sources in the USSR. The August issue was, of 
course, mailed before the attempted coup there. 


The editor, Alex Ulyanich, RB5IJ, notes that 
only two Soviet magazines cater to Radio 
Amateurs: Radio is published by the govern- 
ment in Moscow, and Radiolubitel is a new 
venture this year by the Infotech cooperative. 
Other sources are newspaper columns in several 
large circulation papers, and the ever-present DX 
newsletters. 


Ulyanich notes that dealing with articles from 
the Soviet press is often difficult because many 
of them are already reprints from foreign publi- 
cations. He welcomes input to Box 195, 
Donestsk, 340000 USSR.

The position, authorized by the board of 
directors at its January, 1991 meeting, attracted 
more than 50 applicants. Also near was the 
selection of a professional public relations firm to 
advise the League. 


o ZA1A operations from Albania were set to 
end Oct. 7, but new operators, including 
ZAITAA, TAB, TAC, and TAD were among the 
trainees already appearing on the bands. ZA1A, 
operating from an inner city location, suffered 
some TVI and hence operated at the 100-watt 
level on some bands. By Sept. 30 more than 
40,000 QSOs had been made. The original ZA1A 
license for 10, 15 and 20 meters was expanded 
to include all bands from 160 to 6 meters, and 
RTTY as well as CW and SSB.

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Elmer’s Corner

This column will be devoted to guiding new Amateurs through some of the common questions 
and problems encountered by all of us in our hamming endeavors. Many of the questions that 
come up regard the virtual plethora of equipment that ts available on the market. I plan to give a 
brief synopsis on what’s out there and what are the best buys for a new Amateur. I will also try to 
help out on problems pertaining to setting up a station. Send us your questions and we will try to 
provide the answers. Any input that might be helpful to newcomers will also be most welcome.

Have you hesitated to get on the air and 
enjoy hamming due to worries about inter- 
fering with TVs in your neighborhood? Well, 
don’t feel alone. Many hams have had these 
worries at one time or another, but recent 
changes in TV and radio equipment designs 
have reduced many of the old TVI problems 
and most of the rest can be resolved through 
simple, good practices. 


Most modern commercially available trans- 
ceivers have relatively clean signals and many 
residential areas are now wired with cable. 
Although neither of these factors guarantee 
interference free operation, both have helped 
to diminish the problem. With a properly set 
up station using modest power (100 watts or 
so) in an area where your neighbors are on 
cable, the culprit in a TVI related case 
normally is not your station but more likely 
a problem with the cable company’s installa- 
tions. 


In any event, the resolution of a TVI 
problem must be approached in the same 
manner regardless of the cause, that being 
step by step troubleshooting, starting with the 
identification of the type and extent of the 
interference. Troubleshooting is simple if you 
keep one thing in mind - one must establish a 
starting place that beyond question is not part 
of the problem. Starting at either the trans- 
mitter or the antenna, hopefully an operator 
will be able to identify at least one part of the 
station that is not suspect. 


There are many commercially available 
products that make great claims in the reduc- 
tion of interference but, before money is 
thrown away on fancy filters or magic boxes, 
a few things (that should be done anyway) 
should be examined. 
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A common problem in many shacks is a 
poor ground system. I have run my station in 
other locations with poor or non-existent 
grounding, so I’m no saint; but you can be 
assured that a poor ground will not help . 
matters. Connecting to a cold water pipe or 
the center screw of your ac outlet does not 
constitute a proper ground! Connect your 
conductor. Stripping the braid off old coax 
works very well for this purpose and ground 
rods can be found at a good price at many of 
the electrical suppliers in the area. Try to use 
as short a ground run as you possibly can. 


Of course, the above is assuming you are 
lucky enough to have a single family dwelling 
and a good sized lot. A grounding system 
becomes a littler more involved if you reside in 
a town house or the top floor of a high rise - 
but not so difficult that you can’t enjoy 
hamming as much as anyone else. There are 
many ways to skin the ground cat. We will 
talk about that more next month. 


If you have confidence in your grounding 
and the problem is still there, a piece-by-piece 
evaluation of your shack is in order. The first 
thing I usually do is go directly to the horses 
mouth, i.e. hook my transceiver directly to 
my antenna through an unbroken run of coax 
(that means no SWR meter, low pass filters, 
tuners, lightning arrestor, etc., in line) and 
see what the story is then. 


Next month I’ll continue with some more 
tips to help reduce potential interference so 
you can have more worry-free enjoyment in 
our great hobby.

NIH HAMS PROVIDE BACKUP FOR OUTAGE TEST 


November 2 was the 10th opportunity for the NIH Radio Amateur Club (NIHRAC) to support the 
NIH Clinical Center during a scheduled power outage and generator test. 


NIHRAC volunteers were on hand to provide radio backup for the regular Clinical Center 
telephone and radio systems. Seven locations on the NIH campus were manned. The Clinical Center 
Emergency Operations Center, the NIHRAC Emergency Communications Center, the Intensive Care 
Unit on the 2nd floor, the Cardiac Care Unit, Cardiology, the ICU on 10th floor, and the generator 
vault. 


Through out the test NIHRAC operators reported to the Clinical Center EOC on the status of 
emergency lighting, patient monitoring and computer terminals in the given areas. 


Ten minutes or so into the test, the back-up battery for the NIHRAC 2-meter repeater receiver 
failed. Primarily, the NIHRAC 447.925 MHz repeater is used during the outage test as the frequency 
more easily penetrates concrete and steel constructed buildings.

FAIR OAKS HOSPITAL GET AMATEUR ANTENNA 


On October 22, 1991 the final connections were made to the emergency 2-meter and 70-cm 
Diamond X-50 antenna on the roof of Fair Oaks Hospital in Fairfax, VA. 


In the past, amateurs have experienced difficulty during drills and emergencies in attempting to work 
repeaters on handhelds from the lobby of the hospital. The new antenna, donated by the Vienna 
Wireless Society, is mounted on the roof of the hospital. The antenna may be accessed through 
either the hospital telephone operator’s area or the hospital lobby. 


Tests of the antenna with a 5-watt transceiver brought good signal reports from a range of 
repeaters.

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Experiences of a Newcomer

It all began for me early in 1989. After receiving my first Amateur Radio License, the big 
decision was what radio to buy. I decided to start small and see how I would like the hobby. 


I was able to purchase a Uniden R-2510 10-meter mobile transceiver at a reasonable price. 
The simplicity of operating this little beauty was really what attracted me. After getting a new 
power supply and hooking up a 5/8 wave vertical ground plane antenna that I already had 
mounted to one end of my house, I was in business. 


The Uniden HR-2510 is rated at 25 watts PEP. With this radio set up as a base station, I 
have been able to work around the world. I have collected over 400 QSL cards that I have 
displayed in the shack. I’m close to the DXCC list with 90 countries and have the 10-10 
International WAC certificate. I worked 49 of the states on 10-meters but had to go to 80 meters 
on another radio to get the State of Delaware. ; 


Recently I was able to get a Kenwood TS-120S through the Widow’s Assistance program and a 
new found friend, Julius - N3DHM in Ellicott City, MD. With the Kenwood TS-120S and a Jr. 
G5RV on 10-meters, I just worked ZA1HA in Albania for a new country. 


The TS-120S is an older model transceiver not having dual VFOs. I was able to get a external 
120 VFO to be able to work split frequency. The Albanian station was transmitting on 28.461.2 
and listening on 28.467.0 when I worked him.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 
By Dave Boyd, K9MX 


We used to point proudly to the absence of 
rudeness and obscenity on the Amateur Radio 
bands. But no longer. Increasingly, small 
groups of foul mouthed hams are making 
major parts of our spectrum unsuitable for use 
by decent Amateurs - especially our younger 
licensees. As recently as three or four years 
ago, genuinely foul language was rare on the 
ham bands. Most of us were still reluctant to 
use words as innocuous as “hell" and "damn". 
But, increasingly, the crudest obscenities are 
now found almost continuously on the bands. 


Every October for the last ten years, one 
or our hams has invited the local Boy Scout 
troop into his shack so he could show the boys 
the wonders of Amateur Radio. It was always 
a special weekend for him, because he loved to 
see the excitement in the boys’ eyes as he 
tuned across the bands looking for stations 
calling "CQ Boy Scout Jamboree". Last year 
he’d even stumbled onto an Israeli station and 
every Scout visiting his shack was able to talk 
to a Boy Scout in Israeli. Maybe again this 
year, he thought. 


As he tuned slowly across the band, he 
heard a fellow say he was 16 years old, and he 
decided this was an ideal QSO for the Scouts 
to hear. He turned up the volume as the boy 
turned it over to the adult he was talking to. 
What he heard made him reach quickly for the 
VFO. [Auto-Call is a family magazine so we 
are deleting the transcripts here; but, believe 
me, they are obscene and indecent by just 
about anybody’s standards!. If you have a 
strong stomach - and the kids have gone to 
bed - listen in around 14290 to 14330 almost 
any time or between 3890 and 3910 evenings. ] 


For several years now, I have been a 
member of the Amateur Auxiliary of the FCC’s 
Field Operations Bureau (authorized by Public 
Law 97-259) and, based on their instructions, 
I have been making tape recordings of the 
offending transmissions. I have invested a 
great many hours in gathering evidence and 
transcribing tapes. Now, two years after I 
first started working on the problem, I find 
the Commission had decided not to pursue the 
case. They cite the problems with "Freedom 
of Speech" and the interpretation that 
obscenity is a matter of community standards. 
They also site the court ruling regarding 
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_that only one single ARRL officer, 


"Safe Harbor" which allows broadcast stations 
to transmit obscene or indecent language 
during hours when children are not likely to 
be listening. (They acknowledge the courts 
have not applied this rule to Amateur Radio.) 


Propagation conditions being -what they 
are, there is no "Safe Harbor" in the 
Amateur Radio community. An 11 p.m. 
transmission in the Washigton, DC area can be 
received by a child in Tillamook, Oregon at 
8 p.m. his time - and by a youngster in Hawaii 
at 6 p.m. his time. And what might possibly 
be considered acceptable language by some 
local standards is not necessarily acceptable 
by community standards in Tillamook. 


There has to be something we can do about 
this situation. |The threat to our bands and 
to the future of Amateur Radio is too great. 
There are more than 5,000 children under the 
age of 15 who currently hold Amateur licenses 
and untold thousands more who listen. How 
many parents, hearing this sort of thing, are 
likely to allow their children - the future of our 
Service - to pursue an Amateur license? 


The League has long argued - most 
recently in a QST editorial written by Dave 
Sumner, K1ZZ - that individual hams should 
not write the FCC, but should trust the 
League to take care of Amateur interests at 
the Commission. They’ve argued that working 
quietly behind the scenes can accomplish what 
we're after without unnecessarily antagonizing 
the Commission. The League may, in fact, 
have been working quietly on most of these 
problems, but that work, ironically, has been 
so quiet that many hams have come to believe 
it is non-existent. 


I believe it is long past time for us to 
demand action on our own by writing the 
Commission and by asking the ARRL where it 
has been for the last few years and why it is

Most 
amateur news in "SP" appears in the columns "NLD" (Na lyubitel’skikh diapazonakh - On the 
Amateur Bands), appearing in every issue, and "EFIR" ("AIRWAVES") (literally "ETHER"), 
appearing monthly. Both columns are edited by Boris Grigor’yevich Stepanov, UWS8AX. Text 
in square brackets and in footnotes is by translator.] 


SP#38, signed to press 17 September 1991, independent article: 


"ON THE THRESHOLD OF IMPORTANT DECISIONS" 

A session of the Presidium of the Central Committee of DOSAAF USSR in Moscow was opened 
by CC DOSAAF Chairman General-Colonel Nikolay Nikiforovich Kotlovtsev, who underscored the 
fact that DOSAAF organizations throughout the Union Republics and the RSFSR [Russia] had 
decisively condemned the anticonstitutional coup and had participated in protest meetings, acting 
in close contact with the legally elected authorities. In these decisive days for the fate of the 
Motherland, DOSAAF workers displayed a high degree of civic responsibility and patriotism. The 
fact that DOSAAF did not support the putschists and did not allow itself to be drawn into activities 
against the people demonstrates its democratic and genuine popular character. 


On 19 August, office directors of the Central Committee of DOSAAF USSR adopted a decision, 
the essence of which was that in view of doubts concerning the constitutionality of the creation of the 
State Committee on the Extraordinary Situation, no support should be expressed for it and no use 
on its behalf of the authority or facilities of the Defense Society should be permitted. A telegram was 
sent out to local areas immediately, calling on committees to exercise heightened vigilance in order 
to preclude unsanctioned use of arms or equipment belonging to DOSAAF. 


"Of course, evaluating the actions of the leadership of the Central Committee of DOSAAF USSR, 
it’s now necessary to admit, in a self-critical way," emphasized N. Kotlovtsev, "that they were 
insufficient. We could have acted in a more timely and energetic and daring way." 


A serious and sharp conversation also took place at the session of the Presidium on the future 
activities of the Defense Society and on problems relating to its future. Well, this is not surprising. 
The situation in the country following the defeat of the putsch has changed in a basic way. 


It’s impossible not to see that the former [Soviet] Union no longer exists. The Republics are able 
to engage in real independent activity and have been given sovereignty. From now on, their defense 
organizations can determine for themselves the forms and methods of their operation. 


The matter of a new name for the Society was also raised. 


The VII Plenum of the Central Committee of DOSAAF USSR will be held in Moscow in October 
1991. Partial changes in the Rules [Ustav] of DOSAAF USSR and creation of a Defense Society for 
the RSFSR will be discussed. 


The Presidium entrusted the temporary execution of the duties of First Deputy Chairman of the 
CC DOSAAF USSR on Deputy Chairman A. I. Anokhin.

"IN THE RANKS OF THE DEFENDERS OF DEMOCRACY" 

The tragic events of a month ago already caught the on-site participants in the "Stars of the 
Shortwave Airwaves" [Stars of the Air?] competitions in Leningrad. Cut off by an information 
blockade’ from Moscow, where the main events were taking place, the sportsmen, judges, and 
organizers followed the meager information being transmitted on local radio and television while 
waiting for their trains and planes. 


And suddenly the news spread through the hotel: "R3A is operating from the Russian ’White 
House’ on seven zero forty [7040 kHz]!" The sportsmen rushed to unpack their transceivers and right 
up to their departure listened to the voice of free Russia through the roar of the jammers. 


Three amateur stations operated from the Russian "White House" -- R3A and R38B on short wave 
and R8C on ultra short wave. The operators provided communications via amateur channels with 
the legal authorities and with the local press, providing them the decrees issued by the President of 
Russia and reports on the state of affairs in Moscow and the Russian parliament. The voices of 
people’s deputies and of journalists of "Radio of Russia", "Fifth Wheel" ["Pyatoye koleso"], and 
"Glance" ["Vzglyad"] rang out over these stations (during the hours their operation was blocked by 
the putschists). Via these stations, direct contact was established with amateur stations in the 
parliaments of Lithuania and Moldavia. 


A mediumwave AM station also operated from the "White House" using a UW8DI transceiver. 
Radio amateurs on an urgent basis "drove it down" from the 1.8 MHz amateur band and introduced 
amplitude modulation. 


And when the putsch was over, those who spent several days and nights at R3A, R3B, and R3C 
adopted an appeal to radio amateurs with the following text: 


"RADIO AMATEURS OF RUSSIA, THE SOVIET UN ION, AND THE WHOLE WORLD" 
Friends, colleagues! 


We are happy that in a trying moment [?], our fraternity was able to take its place in the ranks — 
of the defenders of freedom and democracy. | 


In the night from 18 to 19 August 1991 a coup d’état occurred in our country. The hangers-on 
of the bandit junta cut off broadcasting by free radio and television stations. 


Radio amateurs came to the aid of their people... 


All of us -- those who were in the besieged parliament of Russia, as well as those who sent reports ° 
to the parliament on the location and movement of military equipment, or received and repeated our 
reports -- were united in their striving to help the Motherland. The radio stations at the Russian 
parliament and hundreds of radio stations operating on the amateur bands did everything they could 
to bring to the citizens of Russia the truth about the situation in the country, as well as degrees and 
orders from the legal authorities. ) bs is 


There were moments when amateur radio remained one of the few threads that connected the 


President and the government of Russia with the people that elected them. 


‘The use of the term "blockade" in an article involving Leningrad (St. Petersburg 17038 - 1914, 
Petrograd 1914 - 1924, Leningrad 1924 - 1991, and again St. Petersburg from 1991) is probably not 
accidental, given the association in many minds between the city and the 872-day siege by German 
and Finnish forces during World War II. 
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Our low-powered transmitters were able to break through the wall of interference created by 
professionals from the special services. After all, the people operating the amateur radio stations 
were battling for freedom and such people can’t be beaten either on the barricades or on the air. 


We constantly felt the support of friends throughout the world. Thanks to all of you! We held 
out together. .

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A Plan You Can Live With 


by Tony Young, WA3YLO 


As we pursue our hobbies, whatever they are, we should keep our mortality in mind. I have 
friends who are near 90 years young and they are still collecting china, coins, stamps and 
medals and I admire them for their optimism for the future. I know others who are sure they 
are buying their "last" car at the age of 55. 


Whatever your outlook, if you have a family, and are concerned for their well being after 
your death, have a plan in place (aside from an updated will) to deal with specialized gear, 
tools and hobby equipment. 


For many, hamming is only one of several hobbies that others of your family may not share. 
If you were suddenly gone, would they know what to do with your gear, tools and other 
expendable items? 


One of the kindest things you can do is to give them some special instructions so they will 
know your wishes and know where to go for assistance. 


The Foundation for Amateur Radio (and many clubs and associations) offer help to 
survivors, with special programs and free advertising to dispose of unwanted items of value. 
Make sure you have contact names (and phone numbers) available. Keep them with the 
information on bank accounts and other holdings your family should know about. 


Here are a few suggestions, offered after involvement with many grieving families: 

1. Have an inventory list of items for each hobby that involves gear your family would probably 
not use or keep. 

2. Value the items and update their worth as they age and as you acquire new items. There are 
national periodicals which list or advertise used equipment and their prices. 

3. If you have manuals and assembly instructions, keep them together. They may be critical to 
the sale (or the value) of specialized equipment. 

4. Gear that does not operate should be identified. It is embarrassing to overprice defective 
items or to have the buyer trying to return equipment or recover some of the cost. 

5. Remember the items that may not be in the shack. Towers, rotors, remote switches, (wire 
antennas that should be taken down) and cables/coax will need to be dealt with. 

NOTE: Towers present problems to both the family and the prospective buyers. Some have 
been up for years and are now trapped by grown trees. Most cost a great deal of money when 
new but could have little value to a buyer because of handling and moving costs. 

6. If you belong to a club, or have a good friend who does, try to find the names of club officers 
who could help. Club newsletters will usually list equipment, and larger clubs always have 
new members in need of ham gear. 

7. If there is a specific friend, club, school or organization that you wish to benefit from certain 
items, don’t forget to mention that in your special instructions. 


The Foundation for Amateur Radio sponsors a "Widows’ Assistance" program (or Survivors’ 
Assistance Program) to assure families of Amateur Radio operators that concerned people are . 
ready to help. One of the benefits of the program is free advertising in the Auto-Call magazine. 
A phone call to any of the staff listed on the inside cover of any Auto-Call will provide help. 
The Foundation is anxious to provide assistance when needed.

| Many of our repeater users may have noticed 
_ that the controller, autopatch and other 
_ functions were slow to return. Mother Nature’s 
_ handicraft with lightning several weeks ago was 
| quite effective. John - KA3LAO, and a number 
_ of people he recruited to help have been doing a 
lot of hardware redesign while they effected the 
needed repairs. Not only are there enhanced 
protections being developed but significant new 
capabilities to ensure the repeater stays on the 
air. For example, the installation of a second 
“backup" controller which can be activated by a 
ontrol operator should make a big difference. 


The TRI-ARC repeater Beene has five 
remote receiver sites connected to the main 
transmitter site in White Oak. This wide range 
of coverage combined with the highly sensitive 
nature of the receivers has resulted in the 
repeater hearing signals that were not intended 
to be rebroadcast, such as DX, short noise 
bursts, etc. In order to block this unwanted 
keying of the repeater without implementing a 
full PL system, a new feature has been installed. 
Users of the repeater will now encounter an 
approximately one second keying delay when 
first bringing up the machine. What this means 
is that you should delay your first transmission 
for at least one second to give the repeater time 
to "recognize" that you are transmitting. Once 
the machine has been activated, the keying 
delay will not again be required until 30 seconds 
of inactivity have passed.

The Sixteenth Annual Marathon is now 
history. Some 75 Amateur Radio operators 
responded to PARC’s calls for help to support 
the event. They provided communications in 
24 ambulances, at six hospitals and the 
primary medical center on the course, at nine 
aid stations, and at other strategic points 
along the race route. We ran three voice nets, 
a digital net, and an Amateur television 
station while two more voice nets were used for 
PARC’s own administrative purposes. This 
effort is important because the ambulances 
come from anumber of places. Some are 
military and several are volunteered by rescue 
services in the area, so all their radios operate 
on different frequencies. It takes Amateur 
Radio to tie them all together so they can be 
properly dispatched and emergency medical 
information can be sent ahead to the hospitals. 


As luck would have it, conditions were 
ideal and the number of casualties was 
unusually low, with only a few dozen trans- 
ported to area hospitals. (Several hundred 
were treated at military aid stations along the 
course.) The most serious medical emergency 
this time was an apparent stroke. All that 


remains now is the production of certificates 
for those who volunteered their time. 


Credit for the success of the exercise goes 


to all of those who volunteered and especially — 


to Dick Lum - NH6E, who organized the 
entire operation. We also owe special thanks 
to the Alexander Graham Bell Radio Associa- 
tion and the State Department Radio Club and 
their members for allowing us the use of their 
repeaters. . 


All the newly budgeted equipment has now 
been received, so we will - shortly, we hope - 
be setting up work parties to get it all up. 
Included is a Mosley Pro-67A multi-element. 
beam, a Cushcraft R-7 vertical and a D3W 
WARC band rotatable dipole, a Kantronics

"TDMA divides the available bandwith into 
segments of time rather than frequency. Each 
communication is assigned a time slot. In the 
Motorola Integrated Radio System (MIRS) 
system, up to 6 subscribers (6 slots) can share 
a single channel. MIRS uses a multi-level 
modulation scheme called M-16QAM to convey 
64 kbps of digital information over a 25 kHz 
channel... ." "With the advance of technology, 
the number of multiplexed channels per 
frequency would be expected to increase due to 
new compression schemes, computer through- 
put advances, etc. 


"The switching of time slots happens so 
rapidly that the voice communication is not 
disturbed. The basic principle involved is 
called the sampling theorem, which in a 
restricted form states "I a message that is a 
magnitude-time function is sampled instanta- 
neously at regular intervals and at a rate at 
least twice the highest significant message 
frequency, then the samples contain all of the 
information of the original message.
